The Automotive 
respondent learned this today on 
the authority of one of the attor- 
neys working on the legal phases of 
the merger. 

If the combine becomes effec- 
tive at all, it will be completed 
within six months. The combined 
resources of the three companies, 
which aggregate over $621,000,000, 
would make it one of the largest 
industrial giants in the United 
States, and comparable in size to 
the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion and the General Motors Cor- 
poration. 

This same authority confirmed 
reports that Cyrus S. Eaton, steel 
and utility magnate, and his asso- 
ciates had obtained a working con- 
trol of Goodyear Tire and Rubber 
Company, with more than half its 
common stock in their hands. 

The merger, it is understood, is 
to be effected through the Du Ponts, 
who control U. S. Rubber; Seiber- 
ling, who controls Seiberling Rub- 
ber and owns a good-sized block of 
Goodyear, and Edgar B. Davis, the 
| Texas oil millionaire, who aided 
Seiberling in his leap back to dom- 
}inance in the rubber industry.

MERICA has long been called a land of many laws and 
A much lawlessness. It is true that multiplication of laws 
in our fair land has tended to confuse and to teach more or 
less disrespect for all legal enactments. Nevertheless, we are 
not alone in this unenviable eminence. 

In a recent statement Sir Leonard Dunning, a high 
police official in Great Britain, says that serious crime is 
increasing by “leaps and bounds.” In proof he cites the 
sensational increase that has taken place in motoring 
offenses. With the year 1926, the latest record available, 
motoring offenses resulting in summons or arrest had 
increased to 163,000. This figure is astonishing when we 
remember that fewer than 1,500,000 motor vehicles were in 
operation in England at that time. This means that more| 
than 10 per cent. of all British motorists committed some | 
sort of an offense which brought them into conflict with | 
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the law. | 
We have no figures showing the total number of | 


offenses against motoring law in this country, but we doubt | 
that the proportion of the total number of drivers would be as |

The growing use of chromium 
plating on cutside bright parts has 
added to the appearance of the cars 
and to the life of such exposed parts. 
; Chromium plate. if properly applied, 
|offers a hard, smooth, scratch-proof 
surface, which requires no polishing 
and acts also as a rust preventive. 

Interiors this year will be more 
luxurious and the general adoption 
of adjustable form-fitting seats 
adds to the driving comfort as well 
as the safety of operation of the 
cars for next year. 

There has been a noticeable trend 
also toward retaining the present 
longer wheel bases on the American 
cars and the promised threat of the 
“baby” European type car seems tu’ 
have never materialized to any great 
extent.
